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An Ugly Head Rises 



It was with sincere disgust and a touch 
té apprehension that we read of the return 
to England last week of Britain's leading 
fascist, Sir Oswald Mosley. 

Coming back from his self-imposed exile 
In Ireland, the infamous Sir Oswald was 
met by more than 800 raucous followers 
who clicked heels, shouted 'Heil !' as they 
gave the stiff-armed salute, and rendered 
the English version of the Nazi Ilorst Wes- 
sel anthem. (These disciples are described' 
by 'Time' as "blond bully boys, zoot-suited 
spivs, middle-aged women, end neurotic hit 
tellectuals".) Attempting once more to sell 
fascism to England, Mosley was cheered by 
the gathering as he advised the unification 
of the Germanic peoples of Britain and Eu- 
rope; he recommends the transfer of all 
Jews and Negroes into "areas unsuitable 
for white settlement." 

It is most unfortunate that fascism has 
chosen this as the most propitious moment 



to resume operations in England. Certainly 
it would be sad indeed were Mosley to find 
fertile ground for his seeds of hate. 

At a time when Werner Neumann and 
his neo-Nazis form a vociferous, if ineffect- 
ive, pressure groun in Germany, when anti- 
Americanism in Japan grows by leaps and 
bounds, and when in America itself the re- 
actionaries and lwok-burners are rapidly 
coming into their own, it is to Britain that 
the progressive minded turn for spiritual 
guidance. The foundations of the western 
world would be all the less secure should 
Englishmen heed such a man. 

Surely, this can not happen. Surely Eng- 
land remembers too vividly the Nazi con- 
tribution to civilization in recent times. 
Surely England cannot listen to the man 
who holds up U.S. Senator McCarthy as 
"the only leader in America today showing 
strength, character and direction."

The Hitlerjugend 

Still Murders 

By Claude-Armand Sheppard 

The uniformed punks and bestial adolescents who paraded in the streets of nazi 
Germany have come of age. What type of men do these survivors of the Hitlerjugend 
make? The Germans, most of whom are convinced that naziism, mass-murder and war- 
guilt are valueless "academic problems," to use the words of a contemporary German writ- 
er, as restlessly beginning to ask themselves that question. So should we, who fawn 
upon the "new" Germany, the cornerstone, it is claimed, of European democracy (no doubt, 
with other such freedom-loving cornerstones as Franco, Syngman Ithee, Chiang Kai Shek, 
and the latest recruit, our good friend and comic-opera dictator, Juanito Peron). 



On the night of the 20th of 
February 1953, in I.iibbeck. North 
(Jermnny, Siegfried Wolf crawled 
Into his father's bedroom with an 
axe in one hand. For three houra 
he sat silently near the bed of his 
sleeping father. At five o'clock, 
the church bells began to ring 
for the first mass. A second later, 
the axe fell, crushing the old 
man's skull. Siegfried walked to 
ills mother's bedroom. Unnhlc to 
kill her, he brought the axe hack 
to the kitchen. He then returned 
lo the bedroom and waited. The 
woman awoke at eight. Siegfried 
told her to remain in bed and 
brought her breakfast. They ato 
together. When she wondered 
why the old man was still in bed, 
Siegfried told her that he would 
go and wake him. lie ran to the 
kitchen. Meanwhile, the mother 
had gotten up. As she opened her 
husband's door, the axe crashed 
down again — twice. Siegfried 
searched the house feverishly and 
fled with all the money he could 
find. Then he went on a drunken 
spree In Ktl'null, a disreputable 
amusement district of Hamburg. 
He returned to I.iibbeck a week 
later, when he had no more 
money. He was arrested a few 
hours after. 

TYPICAL 
Siegfried Wolf was a typical 
product of the lllller.iugend. The 
war had ended when he was I I 
years old. He had never worked. 
Ho had been arrested several

Over the years, since Francisco Hernandez de Toledo. 
Jean Nicot, and Sir Walter Raleigh created the fashion of 
smoking in Europe, a curious sort of character analysis has 
come to be applied to the user of tobacco.

The attack was opened by Her- 
man Golbor ot the affirmative, 
who wns Judged tho best speaker 
of the afternoon.

Mock Lawyers 
Appeal Case 

Legal history wns made on 
Monday night as four McGill law 
liludents, Perry Meyer, Hamilton 
Qualu, Murray Splegul, and Andre 
Lafranibolsc, sal with Mr. Justice 
Miller Hyde on tho bench of 
the Court of Appeal in a special 
session. 

Tho case — Harold Thompson 
vs. Henry Cnpp' et al — is an 
appeal from a judgement render- 
ed In the 1052 McGill Mock 
Trials. At that trial Vf. C. J. 
Meredith. QC, Dean or tho Law 
Faculty, condemned three ficti- 
tious defendants to pay $1.781.4 B 
In damages to Mr. Thompson, 



whose minor son had suffered In- 
juries In an automobile accident. 

Mr. Justice Hydo welcomed Hie 
rnur McGill students to tho bench 
of the Court of Appeal, saying 
tc tlvose who were about to pre- 
sent their coses, thut it was well 
for them to "know the lnw as you 
will help Interpret It, and not 
Just as you reud It." 

Although they were new on 
the Joh, tho students got down to 
business immediately, and 
throughout the evening, they ask- 
ed questions on fact and on law, 
us Judges arc prono to do. 

In presenting their cases to 
tho court, tho appellants urged 
that Denn Meredith's Judgement 
Should be upset because "the 
learned judge erred In tho Inter- 
pretation of tho facts and in the 
deduction of logal consequences 
thereof."

GUY YANIER, Q.C. 

New borrowing facilities for housing are 
announced, a gesture which Is both opportune 
and useful. There U still a paucity of housing; 
a substantial increase In property owners 
would bring about stability In public thinking 
and public morals. On the other hand, build- 
ing has an interest for all industries and there 
Is no doubt that any initiative In this domain 
would provide work for quite a number of 
people heretofore engaged In our Industrial 
expansion. 



CANADA'S MARVELLOUS DEVELOPMENT 

The year 1953 will have been tho culmin- 
ating point of a period of wonderful economic 
expansion for Canada. The combined results 
for tho year of its product and services reach- 
ed tho unpreceedented figure of S24.200.000.- 
000; exceeding, the average, already excep- 
tional, of the past five years, the investment 
of new capital has risen to 23 Çfc of the nation's 
entire production. The employed labor force 
consisted of about 5,200,000 people, and they 
received out of the entire national Income 
$12,000.000,000 or about 63%. The price 
level of consumer goods was steady with a 
weak tendency in foodstuffs and clothing, 
whilst tho upgrade in average hourly earnings 
continued to strenghten. The living standard 
has made considerable progress within the 
last eight years; hourly earnings have In- 
creased two-fold whilst tho cost of living 
Increased only from 75 to 116.2 points and 
the average work week fell from 44.3 to 41.1 
hours In industrial plants. 

This prodigious economic and social expan- 
sion was paired with an Inevitable Inflation In 
our monetary circulation, so that a restate- 
ment of values Is essential If we are to have 
any precise notion of the real picture It re- 
mains true nevertheless that, all things con- 
sidered, national production figured In real 
money has Increased by 4% per annum since 
the end of the last world war. This is a mar- 
velous development for such an important 
period. 



SOME EVIDENCE OF CORRECTION 

We have taken the habit of looking upon a 
weakening in farm prices as the forerunner of 
less prosperous times. The alarm was given 
and the subsequent events have followed the 
preconceived course, as witness the Increase 
of tho unemployed In quite a number of 
regions throughout the country. This break 
In prices Is attributable In a grent measure to 
a series of good crops; but It must not be lost 
sight of that the war-torn nations have made 
heroic efforts to re-establish their economy 
and that, with the help of American contribu- 
tions, they have been enabled to rebuild their 
instruments of alimentary production. The 
contraction of foreign markets necessarily en- 
tails accumulations of surplus supplies and 
consequent reduction In prices. Thus the con- 
sumer benefits by lower living costs, but the 
reduction In revenue of the farmers threatens 
to Infect the Industrial sector as II has 
Infected their own. 



THE STRUGGLE AGAINST UNEMPLOYMENT 

To wnrd off the danger the Governments 
expect to have recourse to the arsenal of clas- 
sic methods so as to Infuse new vigor Into the 
national economy with a view to eliminating 
the evil at Its source. Social security measures 
are already stabilizing living conditions by 
means of family allowances, old age and vet- 
erans' pensions and still more direct, by un- 
employment Insurance. The State can also In- 
tervene by reducing taxation and providing 
employment by public works, easing of credit 
and cheaper money. The management of the 
public debt is also a powerful weapon to con- 
trol the national economy; there Is nothing to 
prevent the State from adopting a policy of 
rieficllary financing when it deems it 
necessary. 



A FEW OBSTACLES IN THE WAY 

It Is undeniable that any and all of theso 
measures would contribute to telard the up- 
surge of unhappy situations and to soften tho 
resulting blows, but I do not think It Is pos- 
slblo to prevent certain psychological factors 
from operating In an opposite direction. 
Human labour Is not adaptable enough to 
move with ease from one task to another; we 
must also deal with the small concerns which 
have not the means to build up a reserve and 
which goes under to the great distress of their 
homes at the first economic blast, however 
mild It might be. Many of those who only ven- 
ture Into real estate deals because of over- 
seductive credit conditions are In the same 
boat with the shaky industries which are en- 
gulfed by the first waves of adversity. As soon 
as the balance between profits and expense" 
Is broken, the small landowner finds himself 
threatened with liquidation In the same man- 
ner as the weak trader or Industrialist, and 
the break In prices creates unforseen embar- 
rassment for those citizen groups who here- 
tofore were entrenched In much safer 
positions. 



UNDUE ABUSE OF LEISURI 

It Is unfortunate to find that such a large 
number of people lacked the wisdom to tako 
advantage of the exceptional conditions of the 
last few years, and to accumulate tho little 
capital that would have been necessnry to pro- 
vide for their future. The wise amongst them 
had acquired tho salutary habit of putrttng 
aside certain savings out of their earnings, 
nnd they nre now in a position to face life 
with ease and security. Many others, partic- 
ularly amongst the young, find themselves 
after many years of prosperity In the same 
precarious condition as when they first start- 
ed out In life, and one is puzzled to know how 
they expect to find happiness when the time 
romes to marry and they are faced with 
household expenses. The wanton wasto of 
leisure nnd the frantic pursuit of costly am- 
usements will have dissipated In advance tho 
resources which nre necessary for the building 
up of a reasonable career, the stability of the 
fftnlly and the equilibrium of society at large. 
The bane of our times is that, favoured by 
modern progress and prosperity, the notion of 
conscientious work has been obscured and the 
sense of personal responsibility hns faded. For 
a too great number of people, of good or bad 
faith, trouble and want, are no longer due to 
the Improvidence nnd fault of the Individual, 
but are caused by the social structure. The 
rtelglnn philosopher very wisely writes 
"Nothing happens to us that Is not of the 
some nature as ourselves". 

Modern opinion does not a.-eept that view; 
familles transfer their responsibilities to 
society, and too many people blame the State 
for their misery instead of acknowledging 
with humility that they are thé artisans of 
their own misfortunes. 



CREDIT AND THE SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE 

Consumer credit, which Is the antipode of 
thrift. Is In a large measure responsible for 
popular Imprudence, it Is loglcnl to find, at 
tho end of n long period of full employment, 
that the volume of merchandise sold on the 
instalment plan has reached unprecedented 
heights. Consumer credit has almost doubled 
within the last eighteen months; at the year 
end Instalment buying alono had piled up a 
debt of SS00, 000.000. If we lack the foresight 
and courage to build up our own initial capital 
by a program of systematic savings, we should 
at least see the danger to which we expose 
ourselves by Incurring debt, at high prices, 
when current events offer no assurance of fu- 
ture Income or employment. On tho other 
hand, tho abuse of instalment buying is of 
no help to the community because the mo- 
mentary upsurge of credit buying leads lnevi- 
tably to a buyer's strike at the very time 
when purchasing power would be needed for 
the maintenance of production and employ- 
ment. The common-weal deserves more co- 
operation from public opinion. Present day 
society lias within it so many adventurers 
that It Is not surprising that we find so many 
ruined families nor that we hear more bitter 
recriminations than salutary resolutions. 

Happily the army of thoughtful citizens 
continues to foster the Infaillible resources of 
work, thrift and temperance. They are bank* 
ine on personal effort because they know It 
Is the real source of all wealth; they practise 
thrift because prudence Is the cornerstone of 
comfort for the family, and of order In so- 
ciety at large. 

THE LESSON OF A GREAT 
NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

Canada has undergone a marvellous deve- 
lopment. Our country produces about twice as 
much as beforo the war and a little more than 
double as compared with the memorable pro- 
duction of 1020. Per capita of its population 
It produces 60% more than In 1 939, an evi- 
dent Indication of betterment in the standard 
of living. The vnlue of goods nnd services has 
reached a cumulative total of almost SI 35.- 
000.000,000 for the past eight years. But It Is 
well to remember that wo could never have 
kept up the pace If Industry had not succeeded 
In mobilizing the savings of millions of our 
citizens, and if it had not thrown its own 
reserves Into tho melting pot by utilizing Its 
depreciations nnd a large slice of Its profits. 
To Insure the expansion of production which 
la the source of employment, the source of 
new profits and of comfort for the entire po- 
pulation. It needed new capital; and annual 
Investments have In fact reached 20% of 
national production. Tho Incrcaso in produc- 
tion is, therefore, not the result of spontan- 
eous generation. The Individual plan should 
be drafted along the same lines. If each one 
of us does not save out of his profits whatever 
Is necessnry to make his efforts more effect- 
ive, he will simply remain in the same rut. 
and through his own fault ho will allow his 
more courageous neighbour to get ahead of 
him. Let us try to be numbered among those 
who have the pride to save themselves, In face 
of the parasites nnd the derelicts who con- 
stitute the Inevitable burden of the national 
community, wo 'must augment year by year 
the number of those who are sufficient unto 
themselves". It Is only thus that we shall build 
tor our children a happy and greater Canada. 
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
